TO INVESTIGATE

Padway of A. F. of L. to Assist

for the purpose of making a report 
to the next session of congress, Jo- 
seph A. Padway, chief counsel for 
the American Federation of Labor, 
arrived in San Francisco this week. 

“One of the major reasons for my 
assignment to California by Presi- 
dent illiam Green of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor is to in- 
quire into the activities of the na- 
tional labor relations boards of this 
area,” Padway said. 

“Reports have come to Washing- 
ton from various parts of the 
country, and particularly northern 
California, concerning the activities 
of the personnel of the labor board 
regarding partiality to the C. I. O. 

“T came to California to make an 
investigation of such reports, par- 
ticularly in relation to the 20th re- 
gional labor board in San Fran- 
cisco, and to confer with Edward 
D. Vandeleur, secretary of the Cal- 
ifornia State Federation of Labor 
and other officials of the federa- 
tion,” 

To Help Cannery Union 

Judge Padway also announced 
he will take part in the presenta- 
tion of the A. F. of L. case in the 
cannery matters now being heard 
by the national labor relations 
board, 

“The cannery cases, as I see it, 
are not a fight between the em- 
poyers and the national] labor rela- 
tions board, but a fight between the 
American Federation of Labor and 
those mushroom organizations that 
seek to break down the fine work 
done by the California State Fed- 
eration of Labor in winning condi- 
tions never before enjoyed by the 
cannery workers, and by which 
peace and progress are maintained 
in this great California industry,” 

Judge Padway expects to spend 
more than two weeks in California, 
during which time he will visit all 
parts of the state and make inves- 
tigations,

Attacking the “labor organization 
act” as the most vicious piece of

Teamsters 70 Meeting 


Thursday evening, June 23. 
Teamsters Union, Local No. 70, 
will meet in special session in 
teamsters’ hall on West street, 
at 8 o’clock sharp, 

A vote to parade Labor day 
will be taken at this meeting. 
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The executive board of a C. I. O. conglomeration of profes- 
sional and office workers reported to a delegate meeting of the 
group in Washington, according to the Washington Evening 
Star, that the American Federation of Labor was to blame for 
the continuance of disunity in the labor movement and specif- 
ically declared “It was not John L. Lewis who vetoed unity” 
between the American Federation of Labor and the committee 
for industrial organization. 

This statement reveals one of two things. Either the C. I. O. 
officials who made it are densely ignorant of the trutth and con- 


vey misinformation because of that ignorance or they know the 
truth and deliberately falsify it. 


As far back as October, 1936, the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor appointed a committee of three 
to undertake peace negotiations with the committee for indus- 
trial organization. The C. I. O., dominated by John L. Lewis, 
its chairman, refused to confer with the A. F. of L. committee 
until October, 1937, when a group of ten representatives of the 
C. I. O. finally met with the committee of three representatives 
of the A. F. of L. in Washington. 


After deliberations extending over a number of weeks the 
A. F. of L. and the C. I. O. conferees reached a unity agreement 
satisfactory to both groups. But Philip Murray, chairman of 
the C. I. O. conferees, insisted that the understanding should be 
submitted to John L. Lewis, the king of the C. I. O. This was 
done, and John L. Lewis, according to the report of the A. F. 
of L. committee, “vetoed” the understanding reached by the 
conferees and submitted a plan of his own with the ultimatum 
that unless that plan was swallowed, bait, hook, and sinker, 
further meetings of the conferees were useless. Faced with this 
situation, the peace conference terminated. 

Despite these facts officials of the professional workers’ union 
affiliated with the C. I. O. have the effrontery to blame the 
American Federation of Labor for the breakdown of peace 
negotiations and to declare “It was not John L. Lewis who 
vetoed unity.” 

Evidently the C. I. O. executive board who made this asser- 
tion are sufficiently adept in the practice of “tommyrot,” which 
Webster's dictionary defines as “false statement,” to make them 


one hundred per cent eligible for membership in any and all 
Ananias clubs. 


The Billion Dollar N avy Bill 


The $1,157,000,000 naval expansion bill signed by President 
Roosevelt is interpreted as placing the United States in the lead 
in the internation! navy rearmament race. 

The construction of the most powerful battleships ever float- 
ed is regarded by congress as necessary to prevent encroach- 
ments by any foreign power on the rights of the United States.’ 
In addition to the construction of 46 combatant vessels and 26 
auxiliary craft the law provides for at least 950 airplanes to give 
the navy a minimum air force of 3,000 first line planes. 

In view of the fact that this plan to spend $1,157,000,000 for 
the larger navy did not arouse very much opposition in congress 
it is interesting to note what the effect would be on our social 
welfare if the same amount were appropriated to provide ade- 
quate homes for the large mass of low-income workers who are 
now compelled to live in substandard houses. 


Housing experts say that modest houses can be constructed 
for $3,000 each. At this price, the $1,157,000,000 authorized for 
the big navy would provide 379,000 houses, capable of furnish- 
ing accommodations for 1,895,000 persons at five to the family. 
An addition of this size to our housing would materially aid in 
solving the problem of homes at reasonable prices or rentals for 
many thousands of workers in the low-income groups. This 
point is worth considering when members of congress raise 
objections to adequate federal funds to assist housing on the 
ground that the government cannot afford to make the neces- 
Sary appropriations—objections that are never raised when the 
question of making large appropritions for the navy are being 
considered.

1600 votes. The opposing union was 
aC. I. O. affiliate. 


In the strike field union officials 
reported that automobile mechan- 
ics had achieved victories in Long- 
view, Wash., and Superior, Wis. In 
the Superior settlement a wage re- 
duction was defeated and the 
strikers returned to work with the 
restoration of the former pay scale 
on a retroactive basis.

If this act 
is put over at the coming election 
every constitutional right of the 
workers will be taken away except 
that you will be given the privilege 
to call yourself a “union.” And 
under the terms and limitations of 
the act ... that would be mislead- 
ing the public. You just wouldn't 
be! All the credit must be given to 
the American Federation of Labor 
Political League of Alameda county 
for their alertness to publicize 
what they have truthfully named 
this “Vicious Initiative’ to incor- 
porate labor unions. Be sure to get 
your copy. It’s serious food for 
thought. Try and “digest” every bit 
of it. Personally, I can’t stomach 
the stuff!

Bay State Representative Tells House 


A warning that the flow of Japanese manufactured goods into 


domestic markets constitutes, * 


A dangerous attack upon Amer- 


ican standards of labor, upon American pay rolls, and upon 


American employment,” 


was sounded on the floor of the house 


of representatives by Representative Edith Nourse Rogers of 
oo 


Massachusetts. Mrs. Rogers ad- 
dressed a crowded house, illustra- 
ting her remarks with samples of 
Japanese imitations of American 
products. 

“Our country is being infested by 
Japan in an economic way,” Mrs. 
Rogers declared, “as certainly and 
as energetically as China is invaded 
by the military forces of Japan 
with a rain of destruction and 
death upon Chinese cities and 
towns, and upon unoffending civi- 
lian men, women, and children.” 

Mrs, Rogers stated that the im- 
portion of Japanese goods, made 
for the most part at a fraction of 
the cost of manufacture of similar 
American products, “is further ag- 
gravating 
economic depression.’ 

U. S. Emplyoment Suffers 

“A major part of the American 
purchases from Japan,” she said, 
“are articles which were originally 
invented and produced in the 
United States, They are imitations 
of American products which have 
been manufactured in Japan, and 
are being sent into this country, in- 
ferior in quality and brutally lower 


in price. The consequence is un- 
questionably to be read in the 
mounting toll of unemployment 
among our own industrial work- 
ers.” 


Japanese Victory Dangerous 
Commenting on the present hos- 
tilities in China, the congresswom- 
an declared, “few in America real- 
ize that as ruinous as is Japan’s 
competition today, it must become 
many times worse if Japan in its 
undeclared war upon China is suc-

Wages and working agreements 
between more than 2,000 members 
of the dried fruit and nut packers’ 
union (AFL) of Fresno county and 
Rosenberg Bros. & Co. are ready 
for signature, it was announced re- 
cently by Edward Vandeleur, sec- 
retary of the California State Fed- 
eration of Labor, 

The form of the agreement will 
eventually effect more than 10,000 
workers in the same _ industry 
throughout California, The federa- 
tion will immediately put organ- 
izers into the field to organize the 
unorganized workers, and negoti- 
ate for them under the same terms. 


Packing Company Signs 
Pacts With Two Unions 


Local No. 193 of the Amalga- 
mated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen of North America and 
Local No. 87 of the International

NEW CREDIT SYSTEM 
FOR FOREMAN AND 
CLARK STORES 


Foreshadowing radical changes 
in the present system of “charge 
accounts” for retail clothing stores, 
a new credit plan had been put into 
operation this week by Foreman 
and Clark. 

Henry J. Combe, manager of the 
Oakland store, said that customers 
will be allowed 10 weeks to com- 
plete payments and will be charged 
a few cents a week as a carrying 
fee. 

“We believe there is only one way 
in which installment credit can be 
kept safe for both store and custo- 
mer,” Manager H. J. Combe de- 
clared today, “and that is to im- 
press upon our customers that 
credit costs money. The cost of 
credit under our system is negli- 
gible and has been figured down 
to the bare expense added to our 
organization for this accommoda- 
tion.’ 

Combe said that prices will not 
be marked up to cover the cost of 
the new credit system as the small 
weekly carrying charge to each cus- 
tomer will cover the cost, A large 
proportion of the people have ac- 
cepted the idea of installment buy- 
ing and have proved their credit 
good, he pointed out.
